Airhead* Future Need of 


Armies in Place of 


Beachheads 


By HAL. BOYLE 


New York—(AP)—I want to 


tell you about a book that may 
affect your life and the lives of 
your children. 


It is a book without a plot. It 


ha* no hero or heroine and no love 
interest—except maybe love ot 
country. It has no happy ending, 
because it ends on the note that 
we are just beginning. 


The book is "Airborne Warfare" 


and it is published by the Infantry 
Journal Press, whose volumes for 
one reason or another don't hit 
many '"drugstore book counters. 


Maj. Gen. "Slim Jim" Gavin 


wrote the book. It is a kind of 
blueprint of World war IH—if ana 
when—which may rank in time 
with the historic book on armored 
warfare written by an obscure 
French"captain, Charles DeGaulle, 
before the outbreak of World war 
n. 


Military Horatio Alger 


"Slim Jirn" is a kind of military 


Horatio Algrer. A steel-willed man 
with a pleasant grin, he enlisted 
in the Army at 17 and at 37 be- 
came commander of the famed 
82nd Airborne division, 


Gavin thinks the danger of the 


military mind lies in spending- its 
time now learning how to fight the 
last war better. On the other hand 
he doesn't think war in the fore- 
seeable future will be merely a 
matter of pushbuttons. 
He be- 


lieves the man who pulls the trig- 
ger will still be needed—but he 
wants to put wings on all the 
walking soldiers. 


"The future of our armed forces 


is in the air," he says. "All fight- 
ing- men and everything they need 
to fight with in the future and 
live on as they fight must be ca- 
pable of movement by air." 


What will future warfare he 
ttke? 


Beachheads to Airheads 


Well, Gavin thinks beachheads 


will be replaced by airheads on 
enemy territory—a full army land- 
ed by air and functioning in four 
to six days. 


Guided missiles — with atom 


bombs as their probable warheads 
—will have a global range but 
will be accurate only on targets a 
few hundred miles away. 


"Never again may troops con- 


centrate as they have in the past," 
he says. "Never again may troops 
and ships congest a beach as they 
,^A after landing in the invasion 


of Normandy. 
Dispersion must 


govern all operations of the fu- 
ture." 


Must Control Airways 


Troops carrying concentrated 


rations and lightweight but terri- 
fically powerful new weapons will 
fan out after landing and concen- 
trate only to meet the ground 
enemy—when close contact will 
prevent either , side from using 
atom bombs. 


The targets of airborne landings 


probably will be the launching sites 
of enemy guided missiles or key 
Industrial and political centers. 


Gavin believes that an enemy 


attack would begin with a bom- 
bardment of guided missiles fol- 
lowed in six minutes to six hours 
by airborne landing's. 


"The only possible certain anti- 


dote is an airborne force prepared 
to counterattack and isolate or 
destroy enemy forces . . ." 


His sober conclusion: 
"The nation that in the future 


has the best trained and equipped 
airborne forces has the best chance 
of survival. 
And the nation or 


nations that control the air will 
control the peace." 


Start Final Arguments 


in Japan's War Trials 


Tokyo, Feb. 11— (AP)—The 


prosecution began final arguments 
today in the long war crimes trial 
of Japan's former leaders, calling 
all 25 defendants murderers. 


Ex-Dictator Hideki Tojo, in the 


prisoners' box, stared blandly at 
the ceiling as chief prosecutor 
Joseph B. Keenan urged "the stern- 
est punishment known to the law." 
(Keenan told newsmen he meant 
all 25 should be- hanged). 


After 22 months, court officials 


still cannot estimate the date on 
which the trial may end. ..Argu- 
ments are expected to fill possibly 
six more weeks.

Reds Into Canadian 
Unions, Taft Claims 


Ohioan Calls for Cuts in 
Federal Spending and 
Taxes in Bloomington 


Gary, Ind., Feb. 11—AP)—The 


Taft-Hartley law is driving Com- 
munists out of American and into 
Canadian unions, Senator Taft (R- 
Ohio) declared here today. 


The Ohioan brought hia cam- 


paign for GOP presidential dele- 
gate support to this organized la- 
bor stronghold after hearing Illi- 
nois audiences applaud to his de- 
mand for a federal tax cut. 


Declaring that Communists had 


found their easiest road to infiltra- 
tion in unions, Taft told Gary serv- 
ice clubs in a prepared address: 


"Today those Communist mem- 


bers are resigning, as one did this 
week in Washington. My Canad- 
ian friends tell me that several 
mining unions there are being 
swamped with Communists who 
have left the United States be- 
cause they no longer can make 
use of their favorite device of in- 
filtration." 


Defends-Labor Law 


Taft did not otherwise identity 


the union official to whom he re- 
ferred. 


But he voiced a new challenge 


to labor leaders seeking repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley act. 


"The heads of some of the na- 


tional unions got themselves out 
on a limb in their denunciation of 
the law and now they cannot af- 
ford to admit the mistake they 
have made," he declared. 


"They still are threatening to 


collect millions of dollars from la- 
bor union members and to defeat 
every senator and 
congressman 


who voted for the law. 


"The threats now sound empty 


and certainly they are in vain," 


Seeks Indiana Support 


Taft, who expressed himself as 


"satisfied" that he has a chance 
for ultimate support of Illinois' 56 
convention delegates, was expect- 
ed to sound out Indiana sentiment. 
The latter state's 29 votes may go 
to House Republican leader Hal- 
leek as a "favorite son" in the 
early balloting. 


While Halleck was back of Gov. 


Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
four years ago, he has not com- 
mitted himself publicly in this 
year's race. 


With a midafternoon stop sched- 


uled at Hammond, Ind., for a brief 
:alk, Taft planned to hurry back 
to Chicago for further political 
conferences tonight.

Among those he expects to see 


then is Col. Robert R. McCormick, 
editor and publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune, who has said Taft is 
among those he might be willing 
to support for the nomination.

During the recent war, 
huge 


government borrowing against tu- 
ture tax payments of private citi- 
zens to meet insatiable militaty

The reopening of the French- 


Spanish frontier after two years, 
during which Generalissimo Fran- 
co has been ostracized by the 
great powers as the bad lad ot 
Europe, makes one wonder wheth- 
er Spain may be edging back into 
the good graces of her neighbors 
' Certainly it would be a boon for 
the Marshall plan if Spain could 
purge herself of her sin and join 
in the rehabilitation of western Eu- 
rope. She has many resources to 
contribute to recover}'—and that 
at a moment when every ounce at 
help is needed. 


Spain's sin of course is one of 


omission rather than commission. 
She has failed to get rid of Dic- 
tator Franco, though nobody has 
suggested just how she could do 
this in view of the fact that the 
generalissimo has a great standing 
army and is all set for defense ot 
his position. 


Others in Good Standing- 


Nobody loves a dictator, but we 


have to deal with the anomaly that 
many nations in theoretical good 
standing not only are under dic- 
tatorships but are members of the 
United Nations. The most curi- 
ous aspect of the situation is that 
the most powerful totalitarian dis- 
tatorship of them all—Soviet Rus- 
sia—is the spearhead of the attack 
on the Spanish government. Mos- 
cow naturally aims at the re-estab- 
lishment in Madrid of the leftist 
Republican regime which Franco 
overthrew in his rebellion of 1936- 
39.

of diplomatic relations but was a 
gesture of condemnation.

We must assume that neither 
America nor Britain raised objec- 
tions, for France wouldn't have 
agreed to the opening if they had. 
The French Bolshevists in Paris 
—headed by leaders Maurice Tho- 
rez, Jacques Duclos and Andre 
Marty—protested during a demon- 
stration Sunday. 


From the economic standpoint 


the western democracies obvious- 
ly would be glad to see Spain's 
resources pooled with those ot 
other countries. The difficulty is 
on the political side. 


However, as the signs read, there 


may be a trend toward getting 
Spain into the economic set-up. 
The initiative, 
of course, would 


have to be taken by the coun- 
tries of western Europe.
